1. The study of the Community's information processing systems referred 
to is reference .ffe) has been completed. The study, a review of it by an outside 
panel of consultants, and an evaluation by the USIB Committee oa Documentation 
fCODI3| are now being considered by the Intelligence Board. 

2. These efforts address themselves to a wide spectrum of problems 
Included are specific recommendations for action ou many matters relating to the 
processing of information, among them am adverse recommendation on establishing 
a national center for indexing Intelligence documents, primarily for two reasons: 
W a single deep indexing, system is considered presently infeasible; and (Jb]> a 
eentml indexing activity is considered neither necessary nor wise. 

So Alternative proposals for providing the Community -with additional expert 
staff support to pursue solutions to its information processing problems have been 
considered. The SO.PS study group and the panel of cQnsidt&ats recommended the
